“Academy. I will call down imprecations on the head of Martin Archer Shee 
from the solitudes where the Indians used to roam, and from which the white 
man has driven everything but the red sun which lingers there every evening 
as it did of yore—(oh beautiful, beautiful!). ...

LECTION. Mrs. Towers was born in 1791 and died in 1867. She was 
the daughter of John Clarke, John Keats’ schoolmaster at Enfield. Her 
brother, Charles Cowden Clarke (Lamb’s “dear three C’s”) became, 
as an usher at the school, the friend and mentor of Keats and was 
introduced by Leigh Hunt to the hterary circle in which Lamb and 
Hazlitt were leading figures. He himself made some modest contri- 
butions to literature, publishing a somewhat naive work, mainly on 
country life, entitled “ Adam the Gardener,” and a series of “ Tales in 
Prose, from Chaucer.” Jane Clarke, who in 1822 married a Mr. John 
Towers, was also active with her pen. ‘Two of her books of short 
stories for the young (“ The Children’s Fireside,’ 1828, and “ The 
Young Wanderer’s Cave,” 1830), something on the lines of “ Mrs. 
Leicester’s School,” accompany the Album. The former was spoken of 
in flattering terms by Leigh Hunt (see below), who had previously 
published verses of hers in the “ Literary Examiner.” 


The Album was begun in 1827; the owner’s signature “ Isabella 
Jane Towers, Novr. 1827” appears on the first leaf. 


The following are some of its more important contents :— 


Hazuirr (William) Auto. MS. 34 pp. 8vo, signed twice and dated Winter- 
slow, Nov. 21st, 1827, a genial and easy contribution throwing some 
light on his literary opinions : 

Your brother has not dropped the slightest hint whether you are maid, wife 
or widow; ‘whether you are black, brown or fair, tall or short, plump or 
slender .. . whether you are fond of Rousseau or Mrs. Inchbald’s Simple Story.

‘ favourite in such matters. [Here follows an anglicized version of the two first 
stanzas of “Jessy” ].

My sending it to you shows too well the good 
opinion I have of it:—‘ Could I have had my way, I would have been born a 
lord, but one would not be a booby lord neither .. .!”

ONE OF THE FINEST MARIE ANTOINETTE LETTERS EVER OFFERED FOR 


SALE. The exact date is uncertain; 2 Oct. 1791 is written in an old 


hand at the foot of the last page, but this is not precise as that day was 
a Sunday. The letter belongs, however, to about that time. It was 
in the collection of Rev. W. Sneyd in February, 1863, having formerly 
belonged to M. Donnadieu and to Col. Lalande. 


It would be difficult to exaggerate the pathos and the interest of these 
tragic lines :— 

Ce que vous a mandé Mr de Penthiévre n’a rien d’exageré, je trois méme que dans 
ce moment ici il a été au dessous de la realité. Les honnetes jeus sont d’une telle 
timidité et si peu d’accord qwils tendent d’euxmemes le con aux intrigans. Ceux cy 
ont une audace qui n’admet plus d’accommodement, le bon sens a absolument le 
dessous, la race des tigres qui irrite le peuple et trompe le bon bourgeois repand les 
bruits les plus affreux et les plus sinistres, ou s’arme et de tous cotés ou a dans la 
bouche des paroles de sang ... nous n’avons personne a qui nous fier tout le monde, 
nous trahi ... me pouvoir s’approcher d’une fenetre sans ctre insulter ... non c’est 
trop cruel pour un ange come vous. 


The Princesse de Lamballe, Superintendant of the Household to 
Marie Antoinette, and one of her closest personal friends, had been 
estranged from her by the favour shown to Madame de Polignac. After 
attending the meeting of the States General on 5th May, 1789, with 
the Royal Family she was again taken into the greatest intimacy by 
the Queen and never afterwards willingly left her side. When the 
first attacks were made on Versailles, Madame de Lamballe was in 
Paris at the Hotel de Toulouse, and it was there that the Duc de 
Penthiévre, her father-in-law, paid her a visit, very probably referred 
to in this letter, at which he gave her news of the position of affairs 
at Versailles and strongly dissuaded her from rejoining the Queen. 


As is well known, she disregarded the Queen’s unselfish advice and 
in the September massacres paid for her fidelity with her life.
